Commissioners’ Report 


To the Citizens of Grafton County: — 


We herewith submit our report of the affairs of the 
County for the year ending December 31, 1907. 

We are glad to again show an increase in the assets of 
the county. The total indebtedness is $9,166.97, while 
there is in the Treasury $10,121.41, due from towns and 
individuals $1,053.38, and the personal property at the 
County Farm inventories $23,622.18, making the surplus 
over indebtedness $25,630, which is $5,167.70 more than 
last year. The policy of the commissioners is to in time 
have no notes out at the close of the fiscal year and money 
enough in the treasury to pay the bills for the first three 
months of the next year and if the liberal policy of the 
County delegation is continued it will soon be done. The 
appropriation for 1907 was $40,000 and the county re- 
ceived from the license commissioners $4,897.02. 

There has been some reduction in the cost of support- 
ing paupers and dependent soldiers off the Farm and the 
cost per week for each person at the Farm is nineteen 
cents less than last year. Owing to the laws passed at the 
last session of the legislature raising the pay of jurors 
from $2 to $3 per day and requiring the county to furnish 
counsel for persons indicted in certain cases the court 
expenses have been more than last year. 

A card index system has been adopted in the office of 
the Register of Deeds and a steel case, book shelves, etc., 
have been put in at an expense of $500. 

At the County Farm piazzas have been built on the 
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front and each of the two wings, an addition made to one 
of the stables and a steel cell put into the House of Cor- 
rection for solitary confinement. 

Three thousand six hundred ninety laters: and sev- 
enty-eight cents has been received for cream and milk and 
$1,305.22 for hay sold during the year. The ledge 
opposite the Farm buildings has been leased for a term of 
years at $250 per year. 

The stock consists of 5 horses, 126 cows and heifers, 
30 calves, 2 bulls and 32 hogs and shoats. 

Mr. and Mrs. H. C. Phillips are still at the head of 
the institution and from their long serv ice there can handle 
it to the best advantage.

The whole cost of supporting paupers at the Farm for 
the year ending December 31, 1907, is $10,269.92, and 
this sum divided by the whole number of weeks’ board 
furnished, viz., 5,567, gives $1,84 —- as the price per week.

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Solicitor’s Report 


To the Board of Commissioners for Grafton County: 


In accordance with the requirements of the Statute, I would 
respectfully submit the following report of the work of the 
Solicitor’s office for the year I907. 

At the beginning of the year there were pending on the State 
docket seven cases which have been in part disposed of as 
follows : 

No. 1. State vs. Lucinda Drew, indictment for receiving 
stolen property, plea of not guilty retracted and a plea of nolo 
entered, sentence of six months in the House of Correction im- 
posed, mittimus to issue on call of the Solicitor. 

No. 2. State vs. Rupert Kidder, defendant’s exceptions sus- 
tained by Supreme Court, on docket. 

No. 3. State vs. Carl C. Smith, on docket. 

Nos. 4, 6, and 7 continued for sentence. 

No. 5. State vs. I. C. Richardson, breaking, entering and 
assault, indictment dismissed, the Court holding as a matter of 
law that as the respondent had rightful access to hallway of 
the premises as owner, he would not be guilty under the Statute, 
of breaking and entering an inner door and committing the 
assault. 

There has been but one civil suit brought against the County 
during the year, namely, the ‘‘Town of Bridgewater vs. County of 
Grafton,’’ this being a petition for an order for the County to pay 
a part of the expenses of building abridge. Trial at November 
term and an order that the County pay ten per cent. of the ex- 
pense. Transferred to the Supreme Court on a question of law, 
where it is now pending. 

There have been 43 indictments found by the Grand Jury dur- 
ing the year and eight informations filed by the Solicitor, which 
thus far have been disposed of as follows:

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Proceedings of County Convention 





WEDNESDAY, JANUARY 9, 1907 


On notice given by the speaker the representatives of 
the several towns in the county met this day in Section 5, 
Representatives’ hall, at 12:40 p. m. 

The convention organized by the choice of William F. 
Whitcher of Haverhill chairman, Frank A. Musgrove of 
Hanover clerk. 

Turner of Bethlehem, Whipple of Lebanon, Musgrove 
of Hanover were appointed a committee to decide upon a 
date for visiting the County Farm buildings at Haverhill. 

Adjourned at 12:55 p. m., subject to the call of the 
chair.

WEDNESDAY, JANUARY 30, 1907 


The convention met, at the close of the morning ses- 
sion, in the office of the adjutant-general. 

Meeting called to order by the chairman, William F. 
Whitcher. 

Turner of Bethlehem explained the objects of House 
Bill No. 174 ‘‘Relating to the salary of the Sheriff of 
Grafton County’’ which bill had been referred to the Graf- 
ton County delegation. 

Opon motion of Smythe o Plymouth it was unani- 
mously voted to make the recommendation that the, bill 
ought so pass. 

Turner of Bethlehem referred to the coming visit of 
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the delegation to the County Farm, and the matter of date 
was left undecided. 

Upon motion of Smythe of Plymouth the convention 
adjourned, subject to the call of the chair. 





WEDNESDAY, FEBRUARY 27, 1907 


The convention met this evening in the adjutant gen- 
eral’s office, Chairman William F. Whitcher in the chair. 

Turner of Bethlehem, chairman of the county com- 
missioners, reported as to the finances of the county. 

He advised a card index system for the register of 
deeds’ office; estimated cost, $500; stated that piazzas were 
needed at the farm buildings, estimated cost $400; that 
buildings needed painting, estimated cost, $500; that $200 
should be expended in improving the judge’s room; that 
$500 should be expended in improving the boilers at the 
County farm; and that it was desirable to raise a sum of 
money for transcribing old records of deeds. 

Whitcher of Haverhill spoke in regard to these old 
records, stating that the records of deeds from 1760 to 
1773, before Grafton county was organized as a separate 
county, were in the Secretary of State’s office at Concord; 
that these should be transcribed and be filled with the 
county records to complete the same. 

Willoughby of Haverhill moved that the convention 
raise $300 to transcribe said records, and it was so voted. 
(See motion. ) 

Commissioner Turner explained the offer which had 
been made the county for $250 a year for a term of years, 
by a party desiring to install a stone crushing plant at the 
Farm for the purpose of removing and using stone. On 
motion of Thorpe of Lisbon the convention authorized the 
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commissioners to lease the quarry in accordance with their 
best judgment. 

Commissioner Hoyt gave additional information as to 
condition of the Farm. 

Thorpe of Lisbon declared that the county should be 
proud of the farm andthe manner in which it is managed. 

Willoughby of Haverhill spoke of the efficient super- 
intendent and his wife. 

Commissioner Turner explained the efforts which had 
been made to find employment for the inmates of the House 
of Correction and showed the difficulties encountered. 
Mr. Turner’s estimate of necessary expenses was $41,38r.- 
38. On motion of Thorpe of Lisbon the convention voted 
to raise $40,000, for the year 1907 and the same amount for 
the year 1908. 

On motion of Turner of Bethlehem the convention ad- 


journed. | 
Copy of motion of Mr. Thorpe authorizing the tran- 
scription of records of deeds: ‘‘Voted, That the com- 


missioners be instructed and authorized to secure the 
transcription and binding into volumes of suitable size the 
records of real estate conveyances in Grafton County, now 
in’ the Office of secretary of state, and in the office of the 
register of deeds of Merrimack County, from about the year 
1760, or from the beginning of the settlement of the Graf- 
ton County towns to the date of the organization of Graf- 
ton County in 1773, and that these volumes when 
completed be placed upon the shelves of the Grafton 
County Register of Deeds.
